Dear sir,

A meeting to agree a division of responsibilities between the Parish 
Council and the Residents Association was held recently. It was agreed that, 
although the Parish Council is to some extent handicapped by the fact that 
most of the land in the Village is owned by the Developers and neither the 
roads nor the footpaths have been taken over by the local authority, it does 
have some statutory powers, and there are a number of ways in which it can be 
effective. It was a,reed that it could only cause irritation and confusion 
if the bodies pursued the saine ucjectives simultaneously, and the following 
division of responsibility was agreed. 


A. he Parish Council: to negotiate as appropriate with the County 
Council, the Rural District Council and the Developers on - 


1. ‘The overall planning and development of the Village 
2. The Village Green, Fark and Playing Fields 


3. Tne Health Centre 

- Library facilities 

- the fly-over, roads and street lighting 

« Public footpaths and Rights of Way 

- Attraction of industry and commerce to the Village. 

Other matters which are usually the ccncern of Parish Councils and may or may 
not apply in Bar Hill include: allotments, public baths, mortuaries, boating 
pools, war memorials and public clocks to name but a few. Where the Parish 
Council has no powers, it can bring pressure on the Rural District Council and 
the County Council.

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Whither Bar Hill? 
At the time of going to press the following facts were available: 


i) the County Council's budget for 1971-72 includes provision for a 
clinic for Bar Hill. It will contain two general practitioner suites; 
ii) specimens of houses to be built in the Village are being erected in 
Phase 6, in one "close", to be called Fox Hollow - this will constitute a 
"show area! for about two years; 
iii) Phase 2 is developing rapidly and a number of plots have been 
reserved; S 
iv) groundworks for the Motel in the perimeter ground east of the access 
road from A 604 should begin within a few weeks; 
v) the flyover is firmly established as a project agreed by the Dept. 
of the Environment, the County Council, and the Developers, and, subject to 
progress with the much larger overall scheme for trunking A 604 and the 
Cambridge "by pass'' proposals, work on the flyover should be well advanced 
by the end of the year; 
vi) further factory units should be seen to be growing very shortly, 
and negotiations are proceeding with prospective shopkeepers. pn py. 
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
